temporary injunction restraining the 


Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Nelson Bennett, Frederick Leonard 
and others from cutting and removing 
timber from public lands in the Cas­ 
cade mountains. The injunction will 
be enforced till October 20, when it 
will l»e quashed or made permanent. 
The injunction applies only to the cut­ 
ting and removing timber for the con­ 
struction of the Kenewyck bridge and 
the Oregon and Washington Territory 
railroad, and 
does not affect the 
alleged unlawful cutting of timber 
used in the construction of snow 
sheds in the Cascade mountains. 


f r o s t ’s t e s t im o n y . 
The affidavit of Special Agent Frost 
was presented, setting forth that dur­ 
ing liis examination of public lands he 
found Frederick Leonhard with sev­ 
enty employes operating saw mills 
(one three miles east of Eaton and an­ 
other three miles northeast of Clee- 
lum), and engaged in cutting fir and 
other trees and sawiug them into ties 
to be used in the construction of the 
road about 200 miles from where the 
timber was being cut.

OREEN RETICENT.

We own its lines and proper­ 
ties, we have paid for it. It is ours. 
The terms are our business, and I 
don’t propose to tell whether wo paid 
for it in cash or stock.

GREETED WITH A SALUTE 
From the artillerv. He drove past 
troops drawn up in line, and without 
further delay drove to tlie depot down 
town, from which the start was to be 
made for Milwaukee. Mrs. Cleveland 
was aboard the train before him , hav­ 
ing driven unobserved from the hotel. 
Both appeared on the car platform, 
and as the train moved off", waved 
adieu to the multitude which filled the 
depot and made the air resound with 
cheers. 


ARRIVAL AT MILWAUKEE. 


M i l w a u k e e , October 6 .—A great 
concourse of jieoplo assembled at the 
depot long before the time of arrival 
of the President and party, aud when 
the train gently drew into the station 
the crowd burst out into enthusiastic 
cheers and a salute of artillery was 
fired from the battery. Tho party en­ 
tered a carriage and the parade began 
immediately. 


HISTORICAL 8VRROTNDINGS. 
The President rode in the procession 
in a carriage in which Daniel Webster, 
Henry Clay, Silas W right and Martin 
Van Buren have ridden. The chair 
which he occupied at the banquet this 
evening was made from the tree under 
which Washington took command of 
the continental army, July 5, 1775, in 
Cambridge, and is known as the 
Washington Elm. 
It is the same in 
which Presidents Grant and Hayes 
have been banqueted in Boston. 


AT BCm.ITZ PAHK. 
From the reviewing stand tlie pro­ 
cession 
marched 
to Schlitz Park, 
which was brilliantly decorated. 
The 
President was stationed on a platform 
in the main pavilion inside the park. 
Some accident in the arrangement 
caused considerable confusion, the 
crowd becoming massed in such a 
manner th at the President’s party 
were nearly swept off their feet by the 
surging throng. The police finally 
restored order. The reception lasted 
an hour, and the President was so 
tired of hand shaking th at most of the 
time lie kept his hands behind his 
back and simply bowed as the people 
passed.

On flie Management of the 
Labor Organization. 


NOME 
REKOEMN 
ADVOCATED. 


He W ants th e G overnm ent to Ea- 
tahlish a Labor , B ureau an d 
a T elegraph System .

M i n n e a p o l i s , 
October 6. — The 
K nights of Labor went into execu­ 
tive session a t 9:15 this morning. 
After some routine work Mr. Powderly 
rose to deliver an address, the sub­ 
stance of which isos follows: “ When 
the last set'sion of the general as­ 
sembly closed, it dissolved among the 
clamor of discontented men and the 
warring of factions. 
It was a large 
and unwieldy body and from so many 
men who were up to th at time stran­ 
gers to each other, it was expecting 
too much to ask of them to enact per­ 
fect legislation. This body is smaller 
than 
its predecessor, and 
I 
ex 
pect better 
things at its 
hands. 
The relations of the order to the 
Anarchists has taken so much place 
in the public prints and has been the 
subject of so much discussion in the 
assemblies of some of the large cities 
that it is proper. to report to you my 
doings in connection therewith. 


SOCIALISM AND ANARCHY. 
Let me say here that I never, as has 
been bo rquch asserted in the press, 
confounded Socialism with anarchy. 
I draw- a wide line of distinction be­ 
tween the two. 
I have never publicly 
uttered a sentiment 
regarding the 
cause of the seven men who are con­ 
demned to death in Chicago. 
I will 
now give my opinions. 
If these men 
did not huve u fair trial, such as is 
guaranteed every man in the United 
States, then they should be granted a 
new trial. 
If they have not been 
found guilty of murder they should 
not be hanged. If they are to be 
hanged for the actions of others it is 
unjust. The inan who threw the 
bombs in Chicago should be hanged 
and his accomplices should receive 
the punishment ulloted such offenses 
by tlie laws of Illinois.” 
All letters 
relating to the 
anarchistic subject 
were quoted at length. 


THE DENVER QUESTIONS 
were given in full and of the m atter 
Powderly said : 
“ I regard the whole 
affair as an outrnge and the question 
as being impertinent, rascally and 
prompted by a motive oí revengo.” 


“ t i i e iio m e c l u b . ” 
Powderly devotes some timcJ 
explanation of his knowledge^ 
“ Home Club of New York,” n 
ing which, he said much abuse 
ridicule had been heaped upon \ 
for the past two years in consequence 
of his supposed connection with it. 
He quoted voluminous corres|>ondence, 
and related, incidentally, 
facts as 
known by him of attem pts made to 
take his life. 
Referring to the resolu­ 
tion of the last General Assembly of 
the cigar makers, Mr. Powderly treated 
it at great length. The decision is 
arefully prepared, and expresses his 
belief that the resolution is unconstitu­ 
tional, and of no binding contract ex­ 
cept as a warning. 


A DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 
In his recommendation to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, Powderly says: “ The 
day has 
come 
for 
the Knights 
to ask at the hands of Congress the 
passage of a law creating u depart­ 
ment of labor. The prosperity of the 
whole country rests on the broad 
shoulders of labor, and there is noth­ 
ing now so j>rominently before tho 
nation and tbe world as the question 
of labor.” 
He recommends that steps 
be taken to have tbe next Congress 
act on a bill to establish a 


A GOVERNMENTAL TELEGRAPH, 
To be run in connection with the pos­ 
tal service. “ I believe it could go be­ 
fore the next Congress asking for pas­ 
sage, but for one or two measures. 
They should lie important ones and 
the full strength of the organization 
should be behind those who make the 
demands. 1 believe, however, that 
nothing could be more important than 
the passage of laws creating a govern­ 
mental telegraph and National de­ 
partment of labor.” The adoption of a 
universal benefit plan is also recom­ 
mended. 


NO CONNECTION WITH SOCIALISM. 
Referring to the charges th a t he was 
member of tbe Socialistic party, 
Powderly says “ in 1880 Phillip Van 
Patten, Secretary of the Socialistic 
Labor party, was a m em ber in tlie 
General 
Executive 
Rourd of 
the 
Knights of Labor.” 
He sent Pow­ 
derly a red card of m em bership some 
timo about August 18th, paid up for 
three months. Powderly regarded it 
as merely a complimentary act on the 
part of \ an Patten, and denies that he 
is a member of any other society in 
which the questions of labor or re­ 
form are discussed.

TIIE PRIN CIPLES OF ANARCHY 
As robbery and rapine and says th at 
no sane m an can advocate such a doc­ 
trine. Referring to the General In ­ 
vestigator, he eulogized him highly 
and recommends that the office be 
made perm anent. 
Mr. Powderly con­ 
demned the practice of caucusing and 
loboying on the part of members, and 
in conclusion stated his .perfect will­ 
ingness to withdraw from office if tlie 
Assembly so desired.

Powderly’s 
report contained 
about 50.000 words. It is perhaps best 
described in the words of General 
Worthy Freeman Richard Griffith, 
who said to-night:

UNKNOWN. 


T he Man W ho Shot and K illed 
J o h n RIcAvoy. . 
Coroner Meredith returned yester­ 
day from Santa Monica where he held 
an inquest on the body of John 
McAvoy who was shot on September 
25th. The Coroner’s jury found that 
deceased came to his death from a 
pistol iliot wound at the hands of 
Borne unknown party. The jury fur­ 
ther stated that “ the friends of the 
deceased have done all in their power 
to suppress the truth and facts and 
conceal the identity of the person who 
inflicted the wounu.” 
C. F. Kirby, a witness, did not see 
the shooting but was told that the 
shooter was a man dressed in dark 
dothes and a dirty h at and about 30 
years of age. 
. 
' J . J. Mahew testified that he haa 
seen the m an who did the shooting on 
the same day, but he did not know 
him and did not know where he was 
to be found. 
Dr. Col.n found tliat the bullet had 
passed through McAvoy’s left cheek, 
breaking the lower jaw and imbed­ 
ding itself in the neck below the mas­ 
toid process. The cause of death was 
blood poisoning, superinduced by the 
ballet wound. 
Dr. Meredith spent 
two days hunting up evidence but he 
could find no one who had seen the 
shooting.

By this we mean that in 
8oathem California the value of a lo­ 
cation is not always fixed by the pro­ 
ductive 
capacity of its soil, 
but 
by the clemency 
and 
constancy 
oi its climate. 
Given, a m an in 
8pringfield, Ohio, who has consumed 
iy w long in making one million of dol­ 
lars; add a place in Southern Califor­ 
nia where the climate is so kindly 
that his one lung is as good as two in 
Ohio, and he will to his living lung 
sacrifice a share of the million which 
his dead lung earned. All that part 
of California is the lung of the strick­ 
e n ’ East. Men go there not to buy 
land, but to buy lungs. All that a 
m an hath he will give for liislife, and 
we have long been convinced that that 
part of this State is to attract not only 
the transient travel of the world 
which seeks escape from auBtere win­ 
ters, but an enormous permanent pop­ 
ulation of the rich who have every­ 
thing in the world except a prospect 
of length of days. The boom may 
b u n t, but the climate won’t. Nature 
in n s a bank that never breaks, and 
■he is in business down there, hence 
the boom. 
I t may check, it may slip 
back, but it will gather force again. 
If vou don’t believe it, look at the 
Jeaiousv of Florida and listen to the 
gnashing of teeth along the Riviera. 
N o w , who is doing it? W ho im­ 
ported the land auction, toWnsite, 
«reat-expertation* habit? 
It came 
from the Fast. W hen Indiana, Ohio. 
Illinois and Iowa were new, just 
opened to settlement, the speculative 
land-buyers came from the older States 
and bought tewn lots by the map. 
The voice of the auctioneer has cried 
“ the third and last call” trom the 
Ohio river to the Missouri, to audien­ 
ces of speculators. 
The Champion 
fp»afcg of the prosperous cities of that 
country, and we thank it, for those 
cities and their suburban districts 
have been sold over and over again, 
hast as cities and suburbs are being 
■old to-dav in the booming localities 
n f California. 
If they are prosperous, 
after being so long played as cards in 
a gamble, our California pasteboards 
need not mourn os those without, hope. 
Now, passing out of that section of 
th is State to which thousands resort 
in search of their long-lost lung, how 
is it? The first place we strike is the 
K ern county desert, made fruitful by 
irrigation. ’Here we find a man who 
paid $6000 for 160 acres of land irri­ 
gated.

E x fa la M e A ppearance o f tb lsF a t- 
m « u i P la ce o f W o ra h lp 
The moaque of Omar is beautiful; 
its walls are adorned with marbles of 
delicate colors, and the dome is roofed 
with tiles of brilliant blue, and some 
green and yellow. The effect from the 
M ount of Olives is of a torqouise dome 
roofiftg walls of pearl, says a writer in 
the Quiver. 
It stands high; white 
pavements and tall cypresses around: 
steps lead down to other courts once 
the court of the gentiles, the court of 
the Great Brazen Laver, etc., and 
olives, and grass of emerald green, 
and abundant wild flowers cover the 
nakedness where Solomon’s offerings 
had enriched the entrance round be­ 
tween the golden gate and the eastern 
walls of the temple itself. 
Inside the mosque is exquisite. 
A 
circle of marble pillars inclose the 
veritable rough rock top of Mount Mo­ 
riah and support the inner part of the 
dome, which is rich in mosaic worthy 
to bo CDmpared with that in Santa 
M aria Maggiore in Rome.

cut in the rock for the escape of the 
sacrificed blood, and descending into 
the excavation below, we found a sim­ 
ilar opening communicating with a 
duct which discharged into a cesspool 
by the brook Kedron. 
We crossed the outer southern court, 
and passing the fountain supplied by 
the water as its grander predecessor 
on the backs of brazen oxen, we 
descended 
beneath 
the 
present 
mosque, El Aksar, close to the mosque 
of Omar, into the very same gallery 
which led to the old temple from the 
south, and up which our Lord walked 
again and again when He was here. 
It íb now half filled with rubbish and 
earth, but the ceiling is still so high 
. above that we needed to be reminded 
th at the ground level is far down un­ 
der the rubble. The pillars in single, 
solid blocks, the round keystone in 
the roof and the lintels of long single 
stones» are witnesses of the glories 
which have departed. 
Leaving this gallery we climbed the 
city walls by the golden gate, walk­ 
ing south at the angle of the walls, 
we descended underground into the 
stable of Solomon. That they may 
have been utilized by him , and cer- 
tainls were by th crusaders, the hal­ 
ter rings declare; but it seems that 
the original intention was to raise the 
level of the valley and the thick for­ 
ests of pillars are chiefly for support.

DUTCH CHEESE. 


A G m

Few persons save those who are na­ 
tives of Holland cau make good Dutch 
cheese. 
There seems to he an inher- 
ted knack about it, but one of the 
principal difficulties is to secure an 
accurate receipt. 
A correspondent of 
an exchange who has visited Holland 
gives the following description of the 
work of making cheese in Holland, as 
b e saw it, but even if he could not se­ 
cure the valuable item of proportions 
th at he desired. 
As the milk 
is 
brought in from the fields it is {toured 
into pans, and then and there rennet 
is 
added. 
What 
proportion 
of 
rennet 
was 
used 
1 
was 
not 
able 
to 
learn, 
though 
I 
am 
uuite 
aware 
that 
successful 
cheese-making depends greatly upon 
this early stage of the process. 
I 
learned, however, that North Holland 
farmers use rennet, and not, as it is 
aometimes stated, chemically 
pre­ 
pared acids, which produce a curd of 
quite different consistence and greatly 
spoil the flavor of the cheese. 
Less 
rennet is used than by many cheese- 
m akcrs at home, if I may judge from 
the sweetness of the whey that I have 
tasted. 
In the evening, when the 
new m ilk comes in, that of the morn- 
iug is ready for making up. 
It is cut 
and slashed to let the whey run off, 
the implement used being a painted 
wooden bowl, such as serves for manv 
household 
purposes 
in 
Holland. 
The 
first 
whey 
is 
put 
aside 
into 
a 
tu b; 
then 
the 
curd 
is 
farther 
broken 
and 
thoroughly 
kneaded with the hands, and the salt 
added. 
Next come the round vats. 
They are first well rinsed in the whey 
fab add then into each is pressed curd, 
apparently much more than it could 
hold 
Our cheese-inaker took 
one 
herself and gave one to her daughter, 
and thev began gently and firmly 
pressing,"almost coaxing the whey out 
with their hands. Very soon the mass 
er curd had taken the shajie of the vat 
enough to be turned bottom upwards, 
aad after a good deal of turning and 
squeezing, the cheese was firm enough 
fa be pinned in a sm all square cloth, 
p at into the vat once inore, covered wth 
the lid, aud set under the gaily-painted 
" Wooden press until next 
morning.

¡•art, ns in th e tem ple, on the top of th e 
icad, at th e back of the neck, or behind the 
orbit*, and, occasionally, pain m anifests 
itself in the face of so severe a character 
th a t it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia.
